KEPT PLEDGE | 
TO SEND BREAD 


American Nation Maintained Al- ae Called on by End l 


lied Loaf Through Self- 
Denial at Home Table. 


AVERTED EUROPEAN DESPAIR 


With Military Oemands Upen Ocear 
Shipping Relieved, Werid is Able 
te Return te Normal White 
Wheat Bread. 


Since the advent of the latest whea: 
crop the enly Urikaticn apon Amert. 
cab CALperis io Kyrupe. hag been the 
shortage ef shipping. Between July } 
and October 10 we shipped 65,980,302 
bushels. I this rate shouid continue 
anil the end of the fiscal year we wil! 
have furnished the Allies with more 
than 287,500,000 bushels of wheat and 
four {nh terms of wheat. 

The result. of ipereased production 
and ‘¢onservation efforts in the United 
States has been that with the cessa- 
tion Of hostilities we are able to re 
turn to a normal wheat diet. Supplies 
that’ have accumulated in Australia. 
Argentine and other hitherto Inacces 
sible markets may be tapped by ships 
released from transport service, and 
European demand for American wheat 
probably will not exceed our normal 
surplus. There is wheat enough avail 
able to have a white-luaf at the com 
mon table... 

But last year the tale was differen! 
Only by the greatest possible saving 
and sacrifice were we able to keep a 
steady stream of wheat and flour mov 
{Ing across the sea. We found our 
selves at the beginning of the harves: 
year with an unusually short crop. 
Even the most optimistic statisticians 
figured that we had a bare surplus of 
20,000,000 bushels. And yet Europe 
was facing the probability of a bread 
famine—and in Europe bread is by far 
the most important article in the diet. 

All of this surplus bad left the 
country early in the fall. By the first 
of the year we had manuged to ship a 
little more than 50,000,000 bushels by 
practicing the utmost economy at 


home—by wheatless days, wheuatless 
meals, heavy substitution of other 
cereals and by sacrifice at almost 


every meal throughout the country. 

In January the late Lord Rhondda, 
then British Food Controller, cabled 
that only if we sent an additional 75,- 
000,000 bushels before July 1 could he 
take the responsibility of assuring his 
people that they would be fed. 

The response of the American peo- 
ple was 85,000,000 bushels safely deliv- 
ered overseas between January 1 and 
July 1, Out of a harvest which gave 
us only 2! 
actually shipped 141,000.000 bushels. 

Thus did America fulfill her pledge 
that the Allied bread rations could be 
malotained, and already the American 
people are demonstrating that, with 
an awakened war conscience, last 
year’s figures will be bettered.

LONDON, Dec. 6.—In the detalled 
restatement of his policy, issued by 
Premier Lloyd George today, caling 
for the trial and punishment of the 
men responsible for the war, how- 
ever, high their place, he pledged 
the entire influence of the British 
government at the peace couference 
to see that justice was done.

expulsion of 
all enemy aliens from _ British 
soil, the prem‘er pointed out that 
a considerabie proportion of enemy 
residents in the United Kingdom 
during the war had abused British 
hospitality and thus had forfeited 
their claims to remain. 

In his statement Lloyd George 
said: 

The kaiser must be prosecuted, 
The war was a hideous, abominable 
crime, a crime which has sent mil- 
lions of the best young men of Eu- 
rope to death and mutiliation. and 
has plunged myriads of homes intg 
desolation. 2S 


Is no one responsibla! Is no-one 
to be called to account? Is ther to be 


ther God's justice nor man's. The 
men responsible for this outrage on 
the human race must not be let off 
because their heads were crowned 
when they perpetrated the deed. 

The British government referred 
the question of the criminal culpa- 
bility of the kaiser and his accom- 
plices to their law officers some 
weeks ago. They have unanimously 
come to the conclusion that the kai- 
ser and his accomplices ought to be 
tried by an international court. They 
also reported strongly in favor of the 
punishment of those guilty of mur- 
der on the high seas and the abomi- 
nable ili creatment of prisoners. 

In one passage of his program that 
dealing with measures for an in- 
crease of British output, Lloyd 
George says: 

“There is one condition for the 
success of all efforts to increase the 
output of this country, namely, con- 
fidence. Bolshevism is the poison 
of production. Russia proves that 
Russia wil not begin the building up 
of a productive system until Bolsh- 
evism has worked itself out.”
